XTltimatums were sent today by Germany to France and Russia. Russia was or- 
dered by Emperor WiUiam to stop mobilization within twelve hours, expiring at 
noon, while France was given eighteen hours to declare her attitude in certain con- 
tingencies. 


Italy probably will remain neutral, as she regards the campaign of her allies, G-er- 
many and Austria as an aggressive war in which case she is not called on to inter- 
vene. 


King George made a final effort today to maintain peace by telegraphing to Em- 
peror Nicholas, of Russia. 


The bank of England discount rate went up to ten per cent, today—the highest 
level it has ever reached. Continental banks also raised their rates. 


France was reported to have ordered general mobilization of her forces as the 
prospects* of peace are thought hopeless. Strict censorship in European countries kept 
back news of military movements. 


Communication by telephone between France and England is interrupted, the jgbv- 
emments being desirous of preventing leakage of information. Japan will not inter- 
vene unless British interests in the far east are endangered.

The German ambassador was reported to have left St. Petersburg. 
London reports that telephone and telegTaph news from the continent has ceased. 
It is believed that Germany's order for mobilization of the imperial army has been 
given.

The latest message to reach here 
from Berlin was an official notification 
that 
Germany's ultimatum 
to Russia 
expired at noon and the general belief 
was expressed here that Russia could 
have given only one answer unless King 
George had supplied a formula whicii 
would save the faces of the European 
powers principally eojicerned. 


The Russian embassy in London this 
evening pointed out the difficulty creat- 
ed for Russia 
by Germany's .ultima- 
tum. 
An official said Russia had noth- 
ing against Germany and had merely 
taken precautionary measures on the 
Austrian frontier. 
He added that in 
spite of the gravity of the situation 
"conversations"

Sergiufl Sazonoff, the Russian premier, 
had declared himself to be imbued with 
the most peaceful ideas and that he 
was prepared to go to the ulttermost 
limits to prevent war. 


NO HOPE OF PEACE IN PARIS.

RAISED TRIFLE OF HOPE.

iYom eveiy populous center in the United States 
feiace the outbreak of European hostilities has come re- 
ports of more or less frenzied patriotic enthusiasm by 
jresidents who are natives of the nations iiiTolved. 
In 
many of them meetings haA'e been held, speeches made 
and there is the rush of preparation to return and take up 
o^ the battlefield the cause of the land which gave them 
-hirth. That this has not been true to a larger degree in 
Fort Wayne is due, perhaps, to the fact that the city has 
a very small percentage of Austrian residents, and prac- 
tically no Servians, though some of the allied Slav nation- 


! alities are rather strongly rei)resented. 


In this connection it is interestmg to note something 
X)f the possible extent to Avhich the call to arms is likely 
to be heard across more than three thousand miles of 
•water. Upon the basis of the 1910 census, the most re- 
cent taken in the United States, approximately 1,000,000 
• ^foreign born male inhabitants above the age of 21 years 
""in thi^ coimtry are, under a. strict construction of law, at 
the conmaand of their native countries for military serv- 
ice. When the last census was taken Russia had more 
khan 773,000 men here, while Germany showed the great 
total of 1,278,000 men of German birth. The Italian fig- 
tires had reached 713,000 men in 1910, and those of France 
jitood at about 59,500. 


Austria at that tune had 610,000 men here and Hun- 
gary 255,000. Of the smaller nations which might be con- 
cerned Bulgaria had 10,000, Montenegro 4,500, Eoumania 
nearly 28,000, and Senaa 3,331. Servians have come to 
this country in large numbers since that time according 
to immigration statistics. 


Those who have not become imturalized citizens of 
ihe United States are, strictly si3eaking, subject to the call 


- of war from their native lands. Anything like universal 
- enforcement of this command, however, would be quite 
out of the question. Doubtless a good many of them, if 


. the need be great, will go back from a sense of patriotic

Tells Western Railway Man- 
agers There Must Be 
No Strike.' 


Washington, Aug. 1.—President Wil- 
son this afternoon received thè mansg 
efs of " ninety-eight 
western 
railroads 
threatened with a Strike of 55,000 en 
gineers and firemen and was to confer 
at 5 o'clock with the representatives of 
thé men threatening to strike on these 
roads. 
The conferences were 
planned 
for the purpose of bringing about suc- 
cessful mediation in the difficulty. 
The 
president told 
the 
general 
managers 
that there must be no strike and hint- 
ed that 
in the 
present 
world 
crisis 
raised by the imminence of war in Eu- 
rope this government would hardly sub- 
mit to have a strike. 


A. W. Trenholm, chairman of the com- 
mittee of the railroad managers, refused 
to make any statement before talking 
with President Wilson. 
The other mem- 
bers of the committee referred all in- 
quiries to Mr. Trenholm. 
J. H. Shèéân, 
counsel for the committee, accompanied 
the railroad men to the white houSe con- 
ference. 
Mr. Trenholm 
wouldn't 
say 
whether there was any likelihoqd of the 
railroad managers agreeing to arbitrate. 


President Wilson made a short address ! 
to, the railroad managers telling them 
that he did not believe either the em- 
ployers or the employes should be will- 
ing to take the responsibility for a strike 
at the present time. 
He declared the 
country M'as in the midst of abnormal 
conditions because of threatened war in 
Europe. 
If a strike should be proposed 
in normal times, he said, he would not 
feel like interfering but he felt it his 
duty to urge both sides, as earnestly as 
he could to reach aa agreement, because 
of present conditions. 


Efforts of the administration to build 
up the American merchant marine in 
order to ship the crops were mentioned 
by Mr. Wilson. He s&id that they would 
be defeated if a strike on the western 
railroads was declared. 


The president spoke 
with 
gravity, 
while the railroad managers were group- 
ed about him.

nance of peace. 
To the last hour he 
has worked for peaee in Europe and 
he is still working for it.

his efforts prove vain and should the 
sword be forced into our hands AVe 
will take the field with a clear con- 
science in the kno-wledge that we did 
not seek war.

Home-made jelly is one of the moft 
palatable articles of food made by the 
housewife. 


From all points of view the home- 
made product is superior to the jellies 
bought in the store, it is usually made 
under sanitary conditions and better 
fruit is used, thus making the use of 
preservatives unnecessary. 


Home-made jelly is very much less ex- 
pensive. 


Currant jelly can be made for seven 
cents a glass. This is about'half the price 
paid for the commercial product. Six 
quarts of currants wUl make six pints 
of juice. 
Six pints of, sugar (equals 
six pounds) cost $1.15 number of glasses 
secured, seventeen. 


Most jellies are made by combining 
the clear juice of fruits .with an equal 
amount of sugar. 
Sogae fruits require 
a little more sxigar.

Better use a fruit 
a little too green than to ripe. 
The 
sweet fi-uitri, also fruit over-ripe, lack 
pectose—the substance that causes fruit 
juice to jelly. For this reason we combine 
strawberries, 
raspberries and cherries 
with currants.

gooseberries, sour apples with peaches 
or peaches with damson plums. 


All fruit should be washed and well 
drained, then looked» over to remove any 
spots or bad fruit. 
Currants need not 
be stemmed, but must be carefully 
washed, as they are often coated with 
a preparation for destroying bugs on 
the bushes and this is poisonous. Large 
fruit should be washed and cut in small 
pieces. 
Apples quartered, 
crabapplea, 
quinces 
and peaches cut in half, 
and put into preserving kettle with juat 
enough water to cover them. Cover the 
kettle and boil slowly until fruit is soft. 
Put fruit and juice into double cheese 
cloth bag, set in irarm place and allow 
to drain, if possible over night. Do not 
press the bag if you desire clear, brigot, 
brilliant colored jelly. 


Heat in oven the same 
number of 
pints of sugar as you have juice. When 
juice has been boiling fifteen minutes 
stir sugar in slowly. Boil five minutes. 
Skim carefiilly and put into glasses.

Crabapple Jelly. 


Wash and cut in half. Do not peel 
or core them. Put in preserving kettle 
with water not quite to top of apple. 
Boil until very soft. Put all into cheese 
cloth bag—drain. Add an equal amount 
of sugar as juice used. 
Boil 
twenty 
minutes from 
time it begins to boil. 
Skim and put in glasses. 


Currant Jelly. 


Wash currants remove all leaves, put 
in kettle with only enough water to half 
cover the fruit. Cover and cook slowly 
until fruit is reduced to pulp. 
Strain 
carefully. Use for each pint of fruit ' 
juice one pint of sugar. 
Put juice in 
preserving kettle. AUow to boil fifteen 
minutes.

Use berries a little under-ripe or com«

Paris, Aug. 1.—Jean Leon Jaurès, the 
noted socialist leader, was assassinated 
last night while dining in a small res- 
taurant near the bourse. The assassin 
was arrested, but refused to discuss his 
identity. 
Later he was identified as 
Raoul Villain, 29 years old, and said 
to be the son of a clerk of the civil 
court at Eheims. 
The minister of the 
interior, Louis Malvy, cu learning of 
the crime, left the meeting of the council 
and ordered precautions to be taken to 
prevent 
demonstrations. 


M. Jaurès was seated at a table near 
an open window facing the Rue Mont- 
matre,. chatting with several socialist 
representatives and the editor of the 
L'Humanite. 
As though 
by 
pre-ar- 
rangement, the curtain covering the 
window was lightly brushed aside and 
a hand holding a revolver was thruat 
through. 
Before M. Jaureb could move 
he received two bullets in the back of 
the head. 
Without uttering even an 
exclamation he fell forward dead with 
his head on the table. 


M. Jaurès was always a strong op- 
ponent of militiarism and a firm be- 
liever that international peace could bo 
maintained only by the economic re- 
lations of the world. 


In debate he was forceful and when 
necessity arose his invective was scath- 
ing. 
Many times the 
chamber 
was 
thrown into turmoil as the result of 
utterances of Jaurès for or against a 
measure under debate. 
With the pen 
he was as forceful as on the rostrum. 


In 1905 a sensation was created in 
France and Germany by the refusal 
of Emperor William to permit Jaurès 
to deliver an address to the socialists in 
Berlin. Jaurès was to have spoken on 
the task of the social democracy in 
the preservation of the world's peace 
and the solidity of the 
international 
proletariat. 
The speeck published later 
in Jaurès' newspaper, L'Humanite, was 
a powerful appeal to socialists to adopt 
a common program against militarism 
and the capitalists and to work to- 
gether for the cause of peace. It pomt- 
ed out that^if France, Germany or Great 
Britain went to war with either of the 
other powers, it would prove a disaster 
to the world, each country being neces- 
sary to civilization and each havmg a 
noble aim.

1859.—During the years 
immediately 
preceding the civil war, the people of the 
middle west found their attention cen- 
tered 
upon 
a stupendous 
engineering 
proposition—the same that seems today 
to approach 
a 
successful 
accomplish- 
ment—namely, the connection of. Lake 
Erie and Lake Michigan by the construc- 
tion of a canal from a site near Toledo, 
Ohio, to a point not far distant from 
Chicago, on Lake Michigan. 


"'This plan," says the Fort Wayne Ga- 
zette of December 22, 1865, referring to 
the earlier attempt, "proposed to slack- 
water the Maumee to Fort Wayne, and 
the St. Joseph [which empties into Lake 
Michigan at St. Joseph] from its mo :th 
to Elkhart, connectmg these points [Fort 
Wayne and Elkhart] with a canal sixty 
miles in length. 
There would be dif- 
ficultie'6 in making this canal connecting 
the two rivers, and m getting a suf- 
ficiency of water to supply it," adds the 
Gazette, "and yet the summit it crosses 
is very much lower than by the Southern 
Michigan route." 
This latter proposed 
route was confined to the state of iMichi- 
gan, and was receiving, in 1865, the eani- 
e&t support of the Toledo commercial in- 
terests. 
The Gazette adds the informa- 
tion that the original route, by way of 
Fort Wayhe, Elkhart and South Bend, 
had been completely surveyed, probably 
ae early as 1859, and that an elaborate 
report thereon had been made "by one of 
our moat distinguished engineers." 
It is 
believed that Jesse L. Williams was in- 
terested in this project, for it was to 
him that A. N. Hart, a large landowner 
in the Calumet river region, appealed in

to connect Lake Michigan and Lake Erie by a canal is of recent origin is 
siiown to be erroneous by a study of the early problems of water transportation in the middle west 
Several 
years 
previous to 1865—probably in 1859—it was "proposed to slaclcwater the Maumee river to Fort Wayne, and the St. Joseph 
from Its mouth to Elkhart, connecting these points with a canal sixty miles in length" (see 1859)- 
The map shows the 
general route of this proposed waterway. 
It is of Interest to note, also, that four other routes were under disdussion prior 
to. 1S95. 
One of these, connecting Toledo with St. Joseph, Mich., and extending entirely north of 
the 
Michigan-Indiana 
state line, was projected in 1865 by Toledo and eastern capitalists. 
Again, in 1882, A. N. Hart, owner of extensive land 
interests m the region of the Calumet river, came to Fort Wayne ana consulted Jesse L. Williams with reference to a canal 
connecting Fort Wayne with Lake Michigan at South Chicago. 
Two other routes were advocated in 1894; one of these, 
suggested by I. L. Campbell, followed a line from Fort Wayne westward to a point west of Logansport, then northward to 
Lake Michigan, while the other was confined within the state of Michigan and ran directly westward from Detroit.

THE HAIR STfíA|(3HTEN£ft 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 1.—"Old" Bill" 
Killip, most famous of street fakirs, is 
dead. He was 90 years old afid for more 
than seventy years he had been living 
by his wits. 


When Killip was a» boy of 16 it wafl 
said that he got a good start by doc* 
toring broken down horses and selling 
them at good prices. However, he was 
too ambitious to continue long at that. 
It was Killip who introduced tUe "sacred 
dancing turkeys from Persia" and later 
"Uncle Abe's hair straightener," 
war- 
ranted to straighten the kinks out of the 
kinkiest wool. For forty years he was 
a tooth extractor, drawing teeth with 
his thumb and forefinger. 


"Old Bill's" office was a buggy, and he 
traveled all over the coimtry, attracting 
crowds by playing a banjo, singing a 
song in deep bass, and rattling a jar 
filled with a thousand evidences of his 
tooth-pulling ability. 
No charge was 
made for' extracting an aching molar, but 
Killip managed to sell several bottles of 
hie "Sovereign Toothache Remedy" be- 
tween pulla. To relieve the monotony he 
occasionally sold the "Magic Stain Eradi- 
c£,tor," a small cako of soap guaranteed 
to "remove stains from the 
clothing, 
stains from the linen and stains from 
the character." 
To draw attention he 
covered his horse with a scarlet robe. 
Ho wrapped a $1 bill around one of the 
cakes of soap and covered it with an 
outer wrapping of tin foiL It was then 
thrown into a box with a hundred other 
cakes, similarly covered, and the audi- 
ence invited to pay 10 cents for a grab 
and try to pick out the prize. In the 
old days this was a fine money-maker 
for "Old Bill." 


Killip's greatest achievement was one 
of the cleverest 
and 
most 
amusing 
catch-penny tricks ever perpetrated. The 
keen old faker made it a rule to avoid 
large cities, but the temptation to get 
some of the soldier money at the close 
pf the war was too great, and Bill start- 
ed his show in New York city near the 
Haymarket. He carried a tent on a sort 
of buckboard, and on top of the flat- 
tened-out canvas was a rectangular box 
covered with a black cloth. From with- 
in, at intervals, could be heard the "gob* 
ble-ubble-ubble" of a turkey cock. An 
obsei'vant old philanthropist discovered 
the trick on the second day in Itfew York 
and his threat to call the police drove 
Bill and his outfit across the river tp 
Jersey. 
He traveled without interfer» 
ence from Jersey Cfity to Trenton, thence 
to Camden, and from there west and 
fifouti, 


The erection of the tent and the stag' 
ing of the feathered performers took less 
than an hour-, with the assistance of a 
couple of boys. The box carried on the- 
buckboard was really a barred cage, six 
feet lone, four feet wide and five feet 
deep. The roof and ends were of pine, 
and the fl'oor was of thin sheetiron. Iron 
bars of small diameter gas pipe formed 
the front and back and sides and pave 
a full view of two turkeys, whose iieeks 
were bare of feathers caused by thrust-

Outside the tent waa a banner an- 
nouncing in large red and black lettering 
that the sacred dancing turkeys from 
Persia were trained to perform weird 
and wonderful dances, and they were to 
be seen for the first time in America for 
10 cents. 
"No confederate money ac- 
cepted." 


They ReaJly Danced. 


Killip was his own announcer, ticket- 
sçller and orchestra. 
Mounted on a 
stool in front of the entrance to the 
tent he announced: 


"You see before you, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, the owner of the famous edu- 
cated turkeys from the harem of the 
king of Persia, who presented them to 
yoiu- humble servant as a reward for 
rescuing the most beautiful of his 200 
Avives from au awful, terrible death. 
This lady fell under the hoofe of an 
Arabian stallion, maddened by the sting 
of a blue bottle on the rump. 
Yours 
trvily seized the bridle of the infxuriated 
beast, throwing him to his haunches, at 
the same time killing the fly. These 
birds were educated at a tremendous ex 
T peiise to dance the sacred dances of 
Persia, and you now Irnve the great priv- 
ilege of seeing them perform for the 
small sum of 15 cents. 
Step inside, 
ladies and gentlemen, as the wild, weird, 
wonderftd dance is about to begin." 


As soon as he had coaxed fifty per 
sons to pay the entrance fee Bill entered 
the tent and closed and buttoned the 
flap behind him. 
The audience was 
ranged in front of the cage, which was 
in a railed-off inclosure and rested on 
trestles. 
The space beneath was con- 
cealed by a black curtain. 


Bin seated himself on a low chair and 
picked up a fiddle and bow. Facing his 
audience he began drawing 
the 
bow 
across the strings, keeping time with his 
right foot. The tux-keys paid no atten- 
tion at first, but in. & few minutes, as 
the music grew louder and livelier, they 
began to 
jump. 
The, fiddler played 
faster and pounded hWder with his foot. 
Higher and higher leaped the turkeys. 
At the expiration of ten minutes they 
were flapping their 
wings, 
knocking 
their heads against the roof of the cage 
or pushing their 
skinny, featherless 
neeke through the »pace« between the 
bars. All this time Killip was stamping 
with his right foot. 


After 
the 
grotesque 
performance 
(which always evoked roars of laugh- 
ter) had beeji kept up for fifteen or 
twenty minutes, the bow was drawn 
more slowly over the fiddle strings and 
the keeping of time was stopped. Simul- 
taneously the antics of the ungainly 
birds became less energetic, and finally 
ceased altogether. 


It was aU a trick, of course. Instead 
of "keeping time" with the pounding of 
his right foot "Old Bill" was working one 
handle of a bellows, whofe nozzle fanned 
a fire in a charctfal stove that heated 
the bottom of the sheetiron floor of the 
cage. 
As the music grew Ipuder and 
quicker thè sheetiron became hotter and 
the turkeys' feet began to scorch. The 
pain caused them to jump, and their ef- 
forts to escape the torture waa the cli- 
nmx of the exhibition. 


"Feet got kinder callous 
after 
a 
while," said "Old BiU," some years be- 
fore his death, "and they wore all the 
feathers off their neckp until they looked 
BcandalouB. I used to raffle 'em off, a 
dolkr for the t"ï^o, and buy a new pair 
about every three weeks. Turkeys ain't 
like fourrlegged animals; they ain't got 
no sense, and bumin' their feat dbn't 
liurt'em."^ 


The "«acred dancing turkeys" wère ex- 
hibited in seventeen states-west of the 
Allegheny river, and Killip had the 
audacity to give: his show before an audi- 
ence of ninety Indians in Indian Terri-" 
tpry. He not only got away with the 
trick, but he' scooped in about a hun- 
dred dollars and a number of valuable 
presents fróm the chiefs^ who 
were 
greatly mystiflêd >y the perfornmces. 


"Uncle [Aoe's Hair Straigh^er." 


lÙllip had laired a young negro to posé 
a« a- 'Special attendant loaned by the 
king^of Persia-to wait on the- sacred 
twkeyB."

negro's surprise, actually

This went on for a 
week and the patient finally became rec- 
onciled to the situation. • He and "Old 
Bill''' disposed of the turkeys and went 
out with the "hair straightener," selling 
it at $1 a bottle. 
The customers were 
told of a government bounty to which 
they were entitled If they had straight 
hair, and they were enthusiastic. 
Kil' 
lip went through the south, but found 
New England the most profitable. The 
victims rarely if ever made complaint, 
either accepting the deception as a joke 
or being ashamed to admit they were 
"easy." 


Killip gambled a great deal and lost 
nearly all his profits in this way. He 
died poor.

OMB tossing lu New York city 
dates back a matter of twelve or 
thirteen years, and from t]ie first it 
proved so popular as a means of 
cpercioo on the part of the des- 
perate band of criminals who re- 
ported to its use tnat tlie police regard it 
as the most dangerous of all weapons 
they have to face. 
While those who 
place and ignite these engines of death 
are usually criminals of the lowest order 
of inteUigence, yet in every case the mas- 
ter minds directing such efforts are cun- 
ning aid ingenious and often defy detec- 
tion for months, or even jfears. 


In discussing the introduction of the 
bomb by Black Hand operatives in New 
York city Joseph Petrosii^c. lieutenant 
of police and commander of the first 
Italian squad ever organised here, once' 
said 


"Unless summary an i heroic action is. 
taken to crash this type of criminal the 
lives of none in this city will be safe. 
Wherever the chance lies for extorting 
money these fiendish murderers will hold 
the ¿breat of an exploding bomb over the 
heads of the persons they seek to black- 
mail. 
Let ithem get away with just one 
Buch attempt and there will be no check- 
ing them. 


"We can beat down the man who goes

under their coats or innocent looking 
bundles and toss them into hallways, 
thus imperilling the lives of all who sleep 
within, is a new menace that wo little 
bargained for when we undertook to wipe 
out the Mafia, the Black Hand and other 
secret societies which the criminal Italian 
fugitives have formed in the 
United 
States." 
A Man of Few Word*. 


Petrosino was a man of few words. 
Even his intimates never found him in 
what jjaight be termed a talkative mood. 
What he had to say he voiced in the few- 
est possible words, but ahviays in terms 
that left no doubt as to the speaker's sin- 
cerity. 
From the days^ when he first 
donned 
the 
uniform of 
a 
policeman 
Petrosino -realized from the ease with 
which 
Italian 
murderers 
and 
black- 
mailerp could flee from theii' native land 
ifo enter, unchallenged, any port in the 
United States that trouble was in sight. 
He knew that with scores upon scores of 
wefl-to-do Italians prospering and enjoy- 
ing lives of comfort in the big -.nd little 
"cities of the United States 
the time 
would come when their lawless fellow 
countrymen would seek to wring from 
them their hard earned savings by fair 
means or foul. 
All these facts he com- 
municated to those in authority, but none 
treated his warning seriously, and to-day 
New York is paying the penalty for its 
negligence in the lack of proper police 
activity at a time when such depreda- 
tions mgbt have been nipped in the bud. 
- Thousands of bombs have been ex- 
ploded, and each with criminal intent, in 
Nerw York city since that day in 1902 
when a clumsily fashioned infernal ma- 
chine w ^ tossed from a yard in Park 
street and fell upon the sidewalk of a, 
drug store at Park and Mulberry streets. 
Little or no damage followed this abor- 
tive attempt, but the Italian detectives 
were even more keenly alive to what it 
meant than others in the department. It 
was an opening wedge, and as the one 
wtp tossed the explosive escaped detec- 
.tion it was only a. question of time, the 
detectives knew, before another would be 
to^ed and, perhaps, with more eeriqus 
results. 


Eyolutíon of the Bomb. 


In tracing the history of the bomb in 
New York city nothing impresses one 
more forcibly than 
its 
evolution—the 
rapid improvement made in the fashion- 
ing of these infernal machines and their 
ever/increasing deadliness. 
Crude and 
bunglestMne in the earlier efforts, the 
bomb oif to-day is mechanically perfect 
and so arranged that it can be exploded 
in a dozen different ways. 
Once the 
:maker timed the moment of explosion by 
the length of fuse he attached. ,Now the 
mechanism of an álarm clock is pressed 
into service so that the blast can be 
timed to a second. 
Once these infernal 
machináis w^re likely to "hang fire," due 
to climatic conditions or defective fuse. 
:To-day jthey never miss and explode with 
lieath dealing effect 
The bombmaker 
has kei>t step with the mai'ch of progress 
just as consistently as all other mechani- 
cal geniuses who excel in their lines. 
, ; 
This was «he problem that Petrosino 
gj;/';'-«;'^ 
a^d bis littl« band of Italian detectives—

The first bombs set off in New York 
are what the police to-day designate as 
"scare bombs." 
When a demand 
for 
money had been made by the Black Hand 
and the sum was not speedily iorthcom 
ing blackmailers would remind the vie 
tim of his tardiness by exploding what if 
now kudwn as a "pumpkin bomb." Thi^ 
consisted of a ^tta&tity of black pom'dej 
in a paper bag bound around by wad 
cardboard and wrapped tight With rags. 
A fuse iniierted in the mouth of l^e bag 
would be lighted and when it burned 
down to the pdwder the "bomb" would go 
off with a booming roar, filling the air 
with a pall of thick, black smoke and a 
pungent odor. 
There could be no doubt 
in the mind of the recipient of the Black 
Hand demand and threat as to whom this 
reminder was mtended for. 
While these 
bombs 
were 
harmless , in. 
themselves 
the effect was sufficiently terrifying to 
cause the person tbreateped to get busy 
and send the money dmanded of him 
through the channels designated in tho 
letters he had rweived. 


"Pumpkin Bombs.'' 


From 
the 
first 
appearance 
of 
the 
"pumpkin 
bombs" Petrosino 
redoubled 
his efforts in the Italian quarter. 
With 
difficulty he ascertained just who in the 
building where the explosive was set off 
had been threatunei^ and then, clew by 
clew, followed the lead until he discov- 
ered just what gvoup was levying black- 
mail in that quarter.- He was ignorant 
as to the character of the bomb used, al- 
though he concluded that "its birk had 
been worse thaa its bite," since so little 
damage was doui\ 
A few weeks-after 
the first attempt of this kind was made 
his efforts were rewarded. 
One of these 
rag bound bags of powder with fuse at- 
tached was found in front of a barber 
¿hop in West Broadway, near Houston 
street. 
The fu^e, dampened by rain, had 
gone out and the "pumpkin" was intact 
when found. 


The great bulk ex the "bomb* gave the 
police an idea. 
An order was at ouoe 
issued to all policemen on post instruct* 
ing them to stop any and all Itallass 
they met who might be .^rrying a bulky 
bundle. 
Tbey were told to eiamin« mi« 
nutely ibe contents of these btmdies; and

Thereafter boqibs .were fashioned .by re- 
moving the tops of olive oil cans and thé 
interior thoroughij' dried-by-baking in an 
oven. 
The can 'v^s filled with powder 
and then sealed, a'hole sufficiently large 
being left in one eftd to permit the inser- 
tion of a fuse. Petrosino soon léariled of 
the 
style bomb "and fresh orders 


went forth concerning Italians 
appre- 
hended with "oil cans." 
All bearing 
such packages were to be brought to 
Headquarters for close inspection and 
Interrogation. These cans when exploded 
Offered a greater resistance than the 
paper bomb affairs, and the, effect was 
f a r more terrifying than those of the 
earlier pattern."^ Then, too, they Were f a i 
more dangerous, for the cans wëre packed 
with nails and slugs and particles . of 
scrap Jron, aud as the can burst 'these 
missiles flew in alï dir^tions. 


Handicapped by the drastic order rela- 
tive to oil can% tlio resôttrCéfoi Jâlack 
Hàuderé alighted ;upon à new st^^^^e.

Mano Nero sought out the 'fireworks 
manufacturers and ordered numbers of 
what every child knows as "giant tor- 
pedoes." 
These were innocéht enough 
in appearance until a more minute exam- 
ination was made.. Then it was found 
they, too, 4»ad been loaded with slugs,: 
nails and scrap Iron, and when exploiied 
could wreak great havoc at short range. 
Thesf torpedoes came in chains or links, 
and when at last'discovered by the police 
they became known as "Dago bologna 
ilinks/'

In ponsequenc«, at Petrosino's sugges* 
tipn, a slew oidfer :Weni forth :-.-»'*I<ook 
out for the Dago bologna link and arrest 
at sight all seen Mrrying theoi." 


Stole Dynamil« from Subw^^. 


At 'about this time work on the city's 
subway began. As the work progressed 
and bUuiting beéam'e generar the wily'

New tactics were employed in setting 
off these bômbà, which proved how much 
more daring the operators were becôm- 
ing. 
In some cases the blackmailers in 
desiring to the more forcibly reniind a 
victim that he was' tardy in making hi» 
payments would lower the 
"pumpkin 
bomb down the chimney of the tenement 
hoiise in which be lived." 


The bomb was exploded on a level 
with the floor where slept the victim and 
his family, an^ as it beléhed forth its 
blanket of black-pungent smoke to the 
accompaniment of an ear. splitting roar 
their terror kl«5gs(red all discription as 
they fled to the street. 
Thé banker. 
BoMuffi, once Identiflsd with the'Florio 
Society and latterly In thé bad graces of 
the society, was -tbe victln.pf at least , a 
dozen of these bomb attacks prior to. the. 
tlnJè his,son was kidnapped^ 
The kid-; 
napping followed when he; declined to be; 
blackmailéd even by aid of ^these nighti 
bursting puntpkins.

these tenements were invariably : torn 
loose from their fastenings by eiich ex- 
plosibns and a new peril Wa^ added as 
the half clothed and freiizi<^ tenants 
made their way out through thè fumes of 
fast flowing gas. 
Composition of the Bombs. 


Bombs of this description were made 
by binding three or four sticks of dyna- 
mite tightly together with tape and sheet 
iron hoops. 
The scrap iron, nails and 
slugs would then be insertéd and these 
In 
turn ' securely 
bound. : Sometimes 
concrete would be poured , in among the 
missiles and this permitted to dry and 
harden after, the dynamite interior had 
been ^ refully protected by a Wrapping 
of oil cloth. 
The greitor resistance 
offered by tije hardened concrete ren- 
dered these bombs far more danger(^s 
than any that had gone before unJ re- 
sul:jd in the Bureau of Combus<;iblos 
getting, busy and enjoining, contactors 
and other handlers of dynamiti^ to place 
every safeguard about theii| storehouses 
atfainst the-maraudmg groups of Italians 
employed' by them. ; 
Scores of these 
bombs were :^und and. many arrests 
weia? made by the ever alcwt ;Petrosino 
.and his aids.-^

Once more frds^ated; the liianb Nero 
'cast about f0r new enginés of death. 
This time they selected 
the-cheijilcal, 
bomh as thé most, deadly and.t|ié easieiit 
coìiiéàledi - SkiUed ' iaechanlcs^were ' 
pjoy^¡in the^mann^^twejofjth^^in» 


i and its interior filled with some explo- 
I give of high power. 
A heavy coating of 
shellac covered ^ e board and this in turn 
was neatly wrapped; with heavy twine. 
Another coating of shellac rendered it 
firm and water tight. 
The wrapping on 
these bombs.was;as uniformly and beauti- 
fully, idphe as if a machine- had been 
used, for not a slngie strand was out of 
place or alignment 
The slugs or what- 
ever death Carrying missiles chosen were 
next inserted and stilt other coatings of 
twine and shellac used until it-waS as 
compact and solid, as rock. .The fuse 
m a d ^ t s way through an ingeniously'con- 
trived passage until it led directly to the 
explosive. 
One of these bombs, capable 
of killing several persons at close range, 
could be carried in the outer pocket of a 
laborer's overcoat without attracting un- 
due suspicion. 


¿'he First Arrest. 


The first person arrested in New York 
city for the actual explosion of a bomb 
Y\nas Salvatore Salena, and his capture 
had its ludicrous as well as tragic side. 
Salena was known also by the name of 
Barrone, and he was not only a bomb 
tosser for the Black Hand but he was 
actively identified with the east side band 
of horse ^ poisoners who spread 
terror 
among scores of owners of valuable live 
stock. 


Salena, or Barrone, had sent a num- 
ber of letters accompanied by the usual 
demands for money under pain of death 
to a prosperou^s baker with a shop at No. 
5 Prince street 
Failing to comply with 
the blackmailer g demand?, the baker was 
informed that his place would be blown 
up and that his death, as well as those of 
all employed there, would follow. 
The 
bake shop Was in a basement twelve steps 
leading down from the sidewalfc 
Salena 
armed himself with an improved type of 
"pumpkin bomb" in which, a number of 
naila, scrap iron and spikes'^had been se- 
curely bound within, and sallied forth for 
the bakery. 


The coast was clear, and "the baker and 
his helpers fortunately were in another 
part of the building. 
Salena made his 
way iuto the basement, "set" his bomb, 
lighted the fuse and was about to start 
for the street again when the bomb pre- 
! maturely «xplodM. 
There was a blind- 
ing flash, a terrific roar and, almost 
. crazed with pain, Salena bounded up the 
stairs to the street level and, bareheaded, 
sped down the street 
As he turned into 
the Bowery he ran into the arms of a po- 
liceman who, failing to extract a co- 
herent explanation of the man's wild 
flight, took him to the Elizabeth street 
polibe station. 


Viotim of Own Bomb. 


The prisoner couldn't or wouldn't ex^^ 
tiress himself in JQnglish, so no satisfac*. 
> tdry explanation could be got from iiim 
I as he stood before the desk of the lieu- 
I tenant on duty. Just then a reporter 
who wa? standing near called the at- 
tention of the policeman who made the 
arrest to a little pool of blood in which; 
the cowering prisoner stood. 


The Italian was taken into a back 
roim, 
and upon the removal of 
hia 
i jirbusiors and undergarments it was fpnnd 
that his legs and waist sesembled (he 
body .o£ a porcupine. Tbd nails "an'd 
•lugs sind «pikes' had' imbedded • them- 
«elves anto his ,iiether MtaW 
faltly bristied -Witt them. The/vlotim ; 


had been stuck into him while he was 
blasting in an excavatioa several days 
previously. 
' 


Just then another policeman entered 
tp report the explosion in the bake shop. 
He brough; along also the hat the bomb 
setter had left behind. The hat fitted 
Salvatore, and when a , chattering and 
indignant group of Italians came hurry- 
ing into the police station several of 
them 
identified Salvatore as the man 
they had seen entering and flefiing from 
the cellar. 
Salvatore's conviçitîon soon 
followed and he was sent to Sing Sing 
for ten years. 


Petrosino afterward'learned that Sa- 
lena was: a roommate of Leonardo Ber- 
tolino, alias Leo Barry, who was an ex- 
pert bomb, maker, with a laboratory in 
the East Sixties. He later was blown 
to atoms by a bomb he was experi- 
menting with 
and 
was identified by 
prints of several of the fingers found 
after the explosion. 
He was the firs! 
man Inspector Joseph Faurot the fin- 
ger print expert 
identified by print« 
after death. 
Barry also was a horsi 
poisoner, and he and Salena ha'd live^ 
and worked togethef. 


Caught Red Handej. 


Giuseppe Bonaventura, now serving x 
term in Sing Sing, and once living in tb 
"House of Three Deuces," in Chrysti< 
street, was the first man captured in New 
York city In the act of at^plying a match 
to the fuse'of a bomb. 
He was caught 
red handed in the hallway of a tenement 
in Bast Eleventh street, where Francesico 
Spinelli, an intended victim, dwelt. "The 
Three Deuces^" ifc might be mentioned, 
was later the scene of a Black Hand 
fire "in which twenty-thtee persons lost 
their lives. 


Spinelli 
was the 
owner of 
several 
houses in East Eleventh street and con- 
ducted a well paying contracting busi- 
ness. 
Spiiielli was the recipient of many 
Black Hand lowers, but he refused to 
comply with the demand of the black- 
mailers. 
He had been warned to refrain 
from applying to the police for protec- 
tion, but this threat too Le disregarded. 
He was warmly commended by Commis- 
sioner Bingham for his courageous stand 
and that official took a personal and 
keen interest in the apprehension of the 
Black Handers implicated. 
At the sug- 
gestion of Petrosino, Spinelli delivered a 
package of marked money at the barbei 
shop of one Abagniale, in East Four- 
teenth street. 
As a man in the shop 
stepped forward and took the envelop« 
• the; police, who were in hiding, arrested 
everybody; in the shop. 
The case wag 
.thrown out of court, .due to wide discrep- 
ancies in the testimony of Spinelli in 
court and fbat which he had previously 
told the police. 


As soon as the case ended the demands 
for money on Spinelli were resumed. 
At 
the time of the raid on the barber shop 
the police noticed that Giuseppe Orsini, 
. a friend of Abagniale and an. habitué of 
the latter's shop^ arrived a few moments 
after the arrests were made. He was not 
taken into custody, but a constant and 
unrelenting watch was kept on his move- 
ments. 
Maria Abagniale, .a sister of the 
barber, was m love with Orsini, and she 
too was watched. 


After a renewal of these threats Petro- 
sino redoubled his efforts to capture the 
Black Hand group that was persecuting 
Spinelli. 
From clews he picked up from 
time 
to time he directed his energies 
toward the apprehension of 
Bonaveur 
tura, who he Lad reason to believe was 
the real brains of the conspiracy against 
the contractor. 
Three bombs were set 
off in property owned by the contractor 
witii varying results. 
On one of these 
occasions Petrosino was only a minute 
behind the man who applied the matchj 
but his quarry escaped. 


From then on Petrosino never permit? 
ted Bonaventura out of sight of some 
member of the Italian squad. 
Learning 
that an attack was to be ma(}e on thé 
Spinelli flat late one night, Petrosino 
took up his stand in a dark hallway on 
the opposite side of the street 
After a 
three hours' vigil he saw a man sneaking 
up Eleventh street with a 
suspicious 
looking package beneath his coat 
As 
the man turned into the hallway of the 
Spinelli house Petrosino darted across 
the street, and as he entered the dark 
hall way. he could just make out the form 
of a man as he crouched over some object 
he was tucking under'We stairway. 


A Daring Act. 


Suddenly there was a feeble flame ai 
flickered in the draughty hallway. By 
its glare Petrosino could see the man he 
was watching 
so 
inieçtly 
apply 
the 
match to the tapelike end of a fuse. In a 
second he knew he had his bomb tosser 
and in the very act of setting off an in- 
ferna! machine. With a sjpring he landed, 
OB the back of the Black Hander and . 
with a free hand seized the fuse and • 
pinched off its sputtering end. 
. 
^ 


Then followed a battle which the. de->;^ 
téctive later described as one of the most 
furious he h^d ever engaged in. 
His 
captive fought xwitì» all the fury qf .a 
wild beast and repeatedly the detective, 
belabored hli^ over head «nd shonldera^ 
with his revolver butt before subduing 
him. 
As ho^ led his prisoner out to the 
light of a .street lamp he '-wcognized. 
Bonaventura, the bomb tosse? hé -^ad; 
so earnestly sought., From that m o m e ^ 
the threats on the life of SpineUi — 
. An 
impoiiant' capture 
of 
a 
thrower, was that of Giovanni 
No. 217 First avenue, who waa jea

this t)leak, undesirable land, close to the 
lake. This Avas the established road and 
had been travelled many years by the 
Sioux Indians, but this particular stretch 
was dreaded by all teamsters, 
being 
heavy gumbo, filled with treacherons 
pot holes and alwaj's rough and muddy. 
Teams were constantly stalled there and 
the traveUer who succeeded in getting 
through that two or three mile section 
without the assistance of some fellow 
teamster considered himself lucky in- 
deed. 


Now this once dreaded stretch of 
highway has been transformed into a 
beautiful and picturesque drive, that is 
R delight to behold and has en especial 
fascination for motorists, who use it 
as a. .speedway. This was the first step 
undertaken by Mrs. Clara W. Kelly to- 
ward carrying out her "cherished idea" 
of establishing a model scientific farm. 
Since then her energy and perseverance 
have nefver for "a moment wavered. 
Her 
motto has always been, "What is worth 
doing is worth studying and doing right," 
and nothing has been done in a slipshod 
manner under her able 
supervision. 
Every tree, bulb, plant and seed on the 
«»¿¿Tft «aé thousand csï-es must be of tlie 
-¡•est pedigree stock. There is no more 
work, involved in raising and caring for 
good grain tlian in cultivating inferior 
crops, and with other growing things the 
Bame holds good. , 
. 


At first the road ran too near the little 
square house that ' was the homestead ; 
but Mrs. Kelly obtained consent from the 
county to move the road' back two hun-. 
;;drcd feet The ground between the house 
and the road was broken up and pul- 
verized into » garden spot, where rows 
of cottonwoods, bos elders,¡ willows, elms 
1 ahri poplars wcre^ set out. in attractive 
^btder. inen-a littie nùjsery was started; 


late place began to take on a homelike 
and inviting appearance. 


Meanwhile 
the 
fields 
were 
being 
ploughed deep, disced and harrowed; the 
obnoxious 
weeds 
killed; 
the 
sloughs 
drained, ditches and culverts put in the 
proper places. Indeed, a general reno- 
vation and "housecleaning" was con- 
stantly going Qn ir. every part of this 
thousand acre farm. 


Then Mrs. Kelly decided to look into 
the chicken industry. Up to date chicken 
i-nises were built and well "illed with 
arred Plymouth Ro"k chicks. From the 
;irst year it was a paying investment, as 
freshly laid eggs always bring a high 
pric. even out there in the country. 


But the owner's chief attention was 
given to her perennial fruits, to her 
flowers, shrubs and vegetiibles. Currant, 
blackberry and gooseberry bushes were 
set out, sage, rhubarb and asparagus beds 
made, and a little orchard of apple, crab- 
apple, plum and cherry trees planted. 
Hotbeds were installed, where all the 
flowers and garden stuffs are propagated, 
in order to secure the earliest results. 
Evergreens were tried again and again, 
but without satisfactory results. 


Now came the very first experiments 
with alfalfa ever made so far north. One 
acre wa- tried by this enterprising wom- 
an and three cuttings were obtained dur- 
ing the season, producing seven tons of 
ha3'.

Having thoroughly established herself 
in the swine breeding industry, Mrs. 
Kelly's present ambition is to add a per- 
fect herd of white shorthorn cattle to 
complete her scientific white farm, which 
must eventually prove of great benefit to 
the State. 


An up to date farmhouse and yard to 
replace the old fashioned homestead is 
bne of the latest efforts. Mrs. Kelly de- 
cided that her home must be thoroughly 
modern in every detail to be in keeping 
with the rest A deep well—150 feet- 
supplies an abundance of soft water that 
is carried to every corner of the house by 
a, modern air pressure system. A gaso- 
lene lighting plant furnishes plenty of 
gas light that is clear, soft, mellow and 
perfectly satisfactory. A splendid àscep- 
tic tank has proved an adequate sewerage 
system. 


-The house has eight large, airy rooms-, 
bath and closets. There is a splendid 
basement, walled with rocks from the 
lake shore. Every known convenience is 
found in the basement laundry—drying 
room, mangles and washing machine, op- 
erated by a gasolene engine. 
There are 
spacious verandas, where, the cooling 
breezes from tie great blue lake may. be 
enjoyed. The front. lawn slopes to the 
water's edge in a sort of double terrace 
effect. Here Mrs. Kelly has preserved 
the natural beauties God has so bounti- 
fully bestowpd on North Dakota's rolling 
virgin prairies, though cultivation is fast 
effacing them.

N meeting the con- 
ditions which exist 
in all large organ- 
i z a t i o n s of em- 
ployes having ref- 
erence to enlisting

there seems to be 
no 
better 
means 
than by involving 
a spirit of friendly 
competition. 
With 
no other reward than the laurel wreath 
or the pahn, coupled with the approba- 
tion of the public, the noblest or lowliest 
Roman would lay down his life in a 
Btruggle for personal or team supremacy. 


To the faithful fan of the bleachers the 
batting average of individual or team 
means more than any other form of 
• 
"dope" that can be passed- out 
The 
relative standing represents the full situ- 
ation to a date and on it hangs all hope 
for ultimate success. . 


To apply such a plan of arousing in- 
terest and co-operation in an organiza- 
tion of workers dealing with a subject 
of serious import to all 
is rather ex- 
traordinary, and while it may not be the 
only way to secure pleasing and bene- 
ficial results it possesses the elements of 
human interest that contribute to more 
successes than may be realized where the 
personal equation is absent. 


A review at the accident record of any 
festablishmeir 
will convince almost any 
one that th» "didn't think" fellow con- 
tributes to more disaster and suffering 
by far than any known 
occupational 
hazard that may be inherent to the in- 
dustry. 
The problem then becomes one 
more of personal interest than extraordi- 
nary methods of guarding. 
To convince 
workers of their dangers and to increase 
their constant watchfulness is one of the 
most important fundamentals for con- 
Bideration. 


' 
This care must not only be exercised 
for and in behalf of himself but also for 
and in behalf 
of his fellow workers. 
Accidents are largely the result of lack 
of thonght 


XJdncatlns Men to l.<]ilii]c First. 
The most important feature, therefore, 
is the education of the entire working 
force to the necessity of "thinking first." 


The American tendency is to accept a 
tìbing in all of its parts as soon as the 
basic principle is accepted, and work out 
details from experience. 
We are apt to 
swing the pendulum too far in this mat- 
ter of accident prevention. 
Excessive 
guarding is more dangerous tlian insaf- 
ficent 
protection, and 
where the re- 
sponsibility is shifted to inspectors or 
safety conamittees 
the development of 
the personal regard for one's safety may 
guffer on the ground that some one else 
is going to be the protector and there 
Is no need for the worker to bother him- 
self about it. 
No more serious danger exists than 
l l i i s tendency to over-protection and con- 
Bequent under-thought. 
To keep the idea 
of self-consideration and thoughtful pres- 
ervation alive, the competitive system 
between men, foremen and divisions of- 
fers some interesting possibilities.

gets 
at

throdgli the personal reward channel, 
' and it also gets at all elements which 
may affect tìie personal reward because 
of carelessness OT thoughtlessness on the 
part of associate workers, as well as 
holding the employers' interest in the

By eliminating or reducing the number 
" o£ "¡didn't think" accidents, much and 
better attention can be given to the real

points of protection. 


In the system of competition under 
-, consideration here it is not claimed that

' temptation, to make it too fine must be 
curbed, because it is then placed beyond

available which would be most effective 
in providing for the future. 


As to the question of varying size and 
groups of workers, this is a little more 
complex 
and we partially meet it by 
establishing a differential charge 
per 
man per day for time off, which is com- 
puted by reducing each division to man- 
days for each month and using a multi- 
plier of 10 to raise the figure to a more 
workable basis. 


A 
division 
working 
fifty men 
for 
twenty-five days per month amounts to 
1,250 men-days. 
Divide 1,000 by 1,250 
and multiply the result by 10, equals 
8 points for each 
man 
off one 
day 
on account of accident in that division. 
If there is any wide variation fltirough- 
out the year in any divisiion this pen- 
alty charge should be accordingly ad- 
justed, but not during a monith. 


In this manner large and small divis- 


ions are equalized as to their penalties. 
We disregard small accidents that do 
not entail any loss of time, nor do we 
penalize for the remainder of tihe day 
on which the a/ccident occurs. 
The rea- 
son for tihis is to insure a prompt re- 
port of all accidents, however small, so 
that we may be sure of proper attend- 
ance and avoid so f a r as possible any 
suffering or Impairment due to neglect 
on account of secrecy. 
Thirty days is 
the limit penalty for a single disability. 


At the end of twelve monliis the em- 
ployes of the division scoring 1,000 re- 
ceive two diays' extra pay, or suoh a 
part of that amount as their time of em- 
ployment bears to the full yeer. 
If one 
or none scores 1,000 the 1-ighest scored 
department 
receives 
this 
amount 
of 
extra pay and the second hig-hest one 
day's pay extra. 
General foremen of 
any divisions under tihem eariiiing these 


premiums also participate on tha same 
basis, but earn only one prize if other 
divisions under them score perfect 


We have changed our mpoithly fore- 
men's prize plan somewhat from that 
obtaining during the fii-st year. 
The 
original plan was to distribute $25 in 
cash each month to all foremen of divis- 
ions earning perfect scores, but it did 
not recognize the relative importance of 
the efforts of a foreman with a widely 
varying number of men to deal with. 
This was changed so that one-half of 
each prize is paid on a flat basis and 
one-hjiLf is disitributed according to the 
number of men overseen. 
Thus a fore- 
man in charge of fifty men will got a 
proportionately larger premium than one 
in charge of ten men. 


Detilr« to Win Im Strongr. 


On this basis, the cash prize is rather 
small and may be considered 
almost 


trivial, but it must be appreciated that I each division wants to head thè list, and 
it is the difference between success and 
ICES' that interests the contestants. Such 
distributions may be made quarterly if 
desired; experience will indicate which 
is the better plan. 


The 
selection 
of 
tho 
members 
of 
groups or divisions to include in a com- 
petition may be of some considération in 
many industries. 
Our effort was 
to 
arouse interest among all foremen, to the 
end tliat a direct departmental contact, 
however small, would be more produc- 
tive of 
personal interest and 
arouse 
more enthusiasm than to attempt 
to 
cover too many men under a single prize 
arrangement. 


The essential inside support of the 
plan must promote such an interest as 
to encourage an educational considera- 
tion of his fellows by every workman. 
Departmental loyalty mil come first; 


the men must feel that they have a 
chance throughout the year. This interest 
is fostered by making up the yearly basis 
out 
of 
the 
monthly 
averages. 
The 
thought is then concentrated 
on 
the 
yearly contcst, and discouragement of 
any 
unfavorable monthly 
showing is 
avoided, because any division may have 
a 
sufficient penalty in 
some 
months 
througho.ut the year to equalize the con- 
ditions. 


Foremen are personally interested in 
cautioning and instructing new employes 
and looking after any possible causes 
for accidents in their respective divi- 
sions. 


It is no uncommon thing to find work- 
men upbraiding fellow workers for their 
carelessness or ignorance, and lectures 
are unsparingly administered,

This serves as an admirable icnéáñs for 
promoting the education of thè foreman 
in matters pertaining to accidêét pre- 
vention, as well as such points ás sani- 
tation, cleanliness, fire pretention, &c., 
áll of which aru also máde subjects of 
thought, investigation and report 


All questionable cases are handled by 
thè Board and decided by them after due 
trial, a t ivhich time all facts are brought 
out. 
This increases the interest in the 
general subject and each ti'ial is in itself 
an education. 
The committee's action, 
coming as it does from the ranks, is more 
generally approved thaii if a similar de- 
cision should coriie from thè officiala. 
The valúe of this-form of handling claims 
and cásés requiring arbitration 
cannot 
be ovéréstirbatéd.

- Pain is of so many kinds, and most of 
us know something of more than one of 
them. It varies, too, in degree quite as 
msch as it does in kind. 
Many people 
lead useful, and even happy lives, who 
are in some degree of pain most of the 
time. 
But -when pain becomes really in- 
tense, life can no longer be "useful" and 
"happy" 
even to the most 
heroic; it 
' takes all a human being's strength and 
courage just to bear it. 


We suffer through our nerves, and any 
nerve that is having a very bad time 
of it is able to send its message of pro- 
" test not only along its own course, but 
to other nerves at some distance from 
it. 
That is what is called sympathet- 
io or reflex pain. 
A familar example ^s 
the way in which 
several 
teeth will 
ache, when only one nervo Is actually 
inflamed. 


I*ain, of course, has its 
usgs. 
By 
means of it the physician is often help- 
ed to diagnosis. He cannot take the pa- 
tient's word for the severity of the pain, 


The doctor notices the patient's at- 
titude, his facial expression, and— above 
all— his pulse rate. 
Real pain always 
makes the pulse 
rapid, and as a rule, 
the more severe 
the 
pain the more 
rapid is the pulse. 
That is a good rule 
to remember. 
Physicians often detect 
malingerers by their 
entirely 
normal 
pulse rate, and mothers can with safety 
use the same test to determine the real- 
ity pf severity of pains of which their 
children complain. 


I t is not 
always wise or kind to 
give instant relief, even when the suf- 
fering is great. 
In certain 
intestinal 
disorders, for example, an anodyne will 
quickly change the victims groans to fc 
quiet heavy sleep. 
But the symptoms 
are only masked, and the trouble that 
caused the pain may progress until it 
is too late for the operation that might 
have meant a cure. 
The safest means 
of relieving the pain until the 
doctor 
comes is the application of either heat or 
cold. 
For some pain there is nothing 
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The Way of the World. 
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for what one person will bear with com- | like a hot-water bottle. 
When there is 
parative equanimity, 
another will dis-1 much congestion, the same bottle filled 
icrib« SB intolerable anguish. 
' with ice water will give more relief. 
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WORRY, 
I 
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Worry, like hate, anger, envy and all 
utlier depressing emotions, is a poison. 
I t is a short circuit which burns out 
tbc mental batteries and destroys the 
power for uieiul activity. It is of little 
tiff^ howeTer, to tell the neurasthenic 
not to worry. 
He suffers from wony 
JtMt as he suffer« from headaches, cold 
hands and feet, and other miseries. The 
n«iirasthenio 
worries, not 
because he 
wislhes to, but because his mind operates 
in this disordered fashion in spito of 
hia desires to the contrary, 
He can no 
more help worrying by voluntary effort 
than he can stop the smarting of a bum 
or the itching of a mosquito bite by a 
mental effort. Nevertheless, the patient 
can do much to help himself out of the 
worry habit, by an effort to cultivate an 
optimistic view of life in general and in 
each particular situation that presents 
itself. . 


Worry, like the blues, is generally due 
to chronic poisoning, the cure of which 
changes the color of the mental sky, and 
lifts the patient into a sunny and peace- 
ful atmosphere. 


It can not be denied, however, that 
worrying is often merely the result of 
a vicious habit, the origin of which may 
have been a neurasthenic state which h' s 
passed away. It has left the ludividual's 
character with a 
morbid 
bias 
which 
makes-him apprehensive when he should 
bo happy, and leads him to worry when 
he should be of good cheer. 
It is the 
duty of such a person to take himself 
in hand and by severe discipline correct 
the woVry habit which often renders mis- 
erable hot -only the patient himself, but 
many-others who are compelled to asso- 
ciate with him.—Good Health.

ipices and the treasures of the tropic 
leas. 


Darwin P. Kingsley is thp president 
jf the New York Life Insrarance Com- 
pany befiause he has the requisite imagi- 
nation, backed with the practical ac- 
tivity that transmutes it into 
value. 
Professor William James has said that 
imagination is the greatest force in the 
world. 
That statement will probably be 
taken at par when one considers the 
vision of a Columbus, the perception of 
\ Shakespeare or the scientific realiza- 
tion of 
an 
Edison 
or 
Westinghouse. 
From alpha to omega it is imagination 
that drives the world onward, and to 
the man 
with 
the greatest 
practical 
imagination comes the reward of con- 
sciousness of good work accomplished, 
which, after all, far outweighs all others. 


From a white marble rotunda the man 


is necessary to the understanding of 
^ 
V-S maji and his work. 
'This business 
man at the head of a commercial or- 
ganization that bulks eight hundred mill- 
ion large on the horizon of humanity is— 
a poet. 


There was a time in this land of OUTS, 
and not so very long ago either, when 
j'ou could damn a man's career by such 
a statement, but not to-day, for poetry 
and business are twins of imagination, 
and whether that imagination expresses 
itself in hexameters or hegemony, son- 
nets or service, lyrics or life insurance, 
makes very little difference.- 
Only a 
short time ago Arnold Bennett said that 
the poetr3' and romance of America were 
to be found in its towering office build- 
ings, and within two or three months Al- 
fred Noyes confessed himself a business 
man who had adopted poetry as his form 


"But federal control?" I asked. 
"That is different. 
Federal control 
must come. 
It should come. 
If we 
object to proper inspection and regula- 
tion of business matters it must be be- 
cause we have something to conceal. 
If -we have something to conceal we 
are conducting our business unjustly 
and dishonestly. 
I am wholly for pub- 
lic control of business, with but one con- 
dition attached, viz., that public con- 
trol prove its case by increased effi- 
ciency in the quality of the service ren- 
dered the community." 


KLugsley believes in America and the 
American people. 
He believes in their 
spiritual destiny; he is certain of their 
ultimate working out of their own sal- 
vation; he knows they hold the greatest 
heritage on the face of tlie globe, but 
here too speaks the poet. 
Some one in 
Europe has' compared Europe and Amer- 
ica to our disadvantage, amd Kingsley 
says:— 


"In Europe a hundred tons of steel is 
cast into a great gun; here it is fash- 
ioned into a locomotive. 
Does the gun 
represent spirituality and the locomo- 
tive only force? Or does the gun typify 
privilege and the denial of human rights, 
and does the locomotive represent hu- 
man hope and comfort and a distinct 
victory over physical forces? 
By some 
perversion of logic the instrument of 
destruction is supposed to be in har- 
mony with the spirit of art, the love of 
beauty, while the engine of production 
is held to be without appeal to such 
sentiments. 
A billion dollars spent on 
a standing army is held not to inter- 
fere with the spirit of contemplation, 
but a billion dollars in an industrial 
organization is adjudged degrading and 
to kill all spiritual power." 


Again, Darwin P. Kingsley believes in 
American business and in its conduct in 
the interest of mankind. He believes we 
need no longer concern ourselves with 
the curbing of rapacity and greed; he 
believes business men have seen 
the 
light and are not only willing but anx- 
ious to submit themselves to wise pub- 
lic regulation and control in the inter- 
ests of right, and he is certain that the 
American people need no longer look 
upon industrial effort as a menace, but 
as a vast constructive engine. There was 
a period of overaction when the engine 


ran wild, but that day has gone and tlu . 
engine's potentialities are controlled bj 
a real understanding that honesty is noj 
only right but pays dividends. 


"It is obvious," he says, "that the "wel 
fare of the corporation can never risi 
permanently aibove that of the communi- 
ty in which it lives. By greeu and sub- - 
terfuge it may achievc a eeeamng ad- 
vantage, but no advantage not based oa 
equality of individual welfare can po«- 
sibly last. The stream rises no higher 
than its source, and the morality of the 
State is best reflected in thé* conduct 
of its business—not necessarily in the 
quality of its songs. 
I know that onlj 
as the spirit of our commerce is lived 
and exemplified by those engaged in it, 
in just so far as the equitable return 
for value received is appreciated and 
achieved, in just that measure will be 
manifested the true basic note of our na- 
tional soul, for we are here all engaged 
in business, v/hether we be merchant, 
digger, scholar, engineer or preacher.** 


And Darwin P. Kingsley is sincere ; M 
sincere that the dynamic quality of it 
permeates all that he says and does with 
the impact of a truth, a vital force. And 
at the end he whimsically asks a ipie»- 
tion. 


"Why should all oar Presidents h« 
lawyers or soldiers?" he inquires plaint- 
ively. 
"Why not a practical business 
man? 
Government is not a matter of 
law, nor is it the gnidancc of an armed 
menace. 
It is the perception of hnman 
need and the supply of that need; it is 
the wise development of national effi- 
ciency; it is the exemplification of jns- 
tice and right ; the provision o£ safety 
and well being; the guarantee of life, 
liberty and the freedom to attain happi' 
ness in any manner that does not in- 
fringe the basic laws of a high morality. 
Can a business President furnish these 
as well as a lawyer, as well as a soldier? 
I think he can." 


Mr. Kingsley is a modest person, Urfng 
modestly. 
He has a gleaming hobby; It 
is Shakespeare. On that he is an anthor- 
ity. 
When you realize that yon also 
realize whence comes much of his ability 
to think right thoughts, say right things 
and express right deeds. I think 'that if 
one should sum up for him his philosophy

In-an address delivered at Kansas City

than any similar relationship between 
men. 
"Isn't it. true," he asked, "that 
w.e get in business closer to the square 
deal than we do in. any relation we sus- 
tain to. organized government, to any 
demands of society? One reason.for this 
is that business - is not largely; institu- 
tional, but the product of shifting human 
conditions, and' go-vlerned not by consti- 
tutional limitations but by contract and 
the contracts of business constantly' ex- 
pire and. are modiEied by agreement." 


He believes that there cannot be defi- 
nite, fixed laws governing, human condi- 
tions so .long, as those, conditions change. 
Principles are immutable, but-never laws 
or modes. 
In principle justice is per-

The best machines have tank or all- 
chambers with safety valves for reg- 
ulating the pressure by which the mix- 
ture is returned automatically to the 
tank when an excess of pressure 1« 
reached. 


The power of the pump should be 
sufficient to force the mixture through 
at least 12 single nozzles and main- 
tained at a constant pressure. 


Facilities 
for 
regulating 
pressure 
should always be demanded by the 
buyer, as he may wish to use 
the 
machine early in the season for parís 
green at low pressure and later for 
bordeaux under high pressure.

Usually at least three applications 
will be necessary' to get the best re- 
sults, and in some seasons as high a» 
four applications are advisable.

Hearing the Call to Arms. 


p* prom everv^ populous renter in tlif1 United 8tatos 
jsince the outbreak of European hostilities has come re- 
ports of more or less frenzied patriotic, enthusiasm by 
iresidents -who arc natives of the nations involved. 
In 


many of them meetings have bem hold, speeches made 
and there is the rush of: preparation to i-Mimi and take up 
on the battlefield the eaiise of the land which gave them 
Mrth. That thip has not l)ecn trno. to a lareer degree in 
Fort "Wayne is due, perhaps, to the fart that the Hty has 
a very small percentage of Austrian residents, and prac- 
tically no Servians, though some of the allied 81av nation- 
alities are rather strongly represented. 


In this connection it is interesting to note something 


of the possible extent to which the call to arms is likely 
to be heard across more, than three thousand miles of 
water. Upon the basis of the 1910 census, the most re- 
cent taken in the, United States, approximatelv 1,000,000 
foreign born male inhabitants abuve the age of 1!1 years 
in this country are, under a strict construction of law, at 
the command of their native countries for military serv- 
ice. When the last census was taken Russia, had more 
than 773,000 men here, while; (Jcrmany showed the threat 
total of 1,278,000 men of Merman birth. The Italian lig- 
nres had reached TK^OOO men in 1D10, and those of France 
titood at about, 59,500. 


Austria at thai time had n'10.000 men here and Hun- 


gary 255,000. Of the, smaller nations which might be con- 
cerned Bulgaria had 10.IKH). 'Montenegro -1,500, Rontnania 
nearly 28,000, and Sei-via. It.MI. Servians h;m> come 1o 
this country in large numbers since that time according 
to immigration statistics. 


Those who have not become nainralixed citizens of 


the United -States are, strictly speaking, subject; to the cull 
of war from their native lands. 
Anything like universal 


enforcement of this command, however, would he (|iiite 
out of the question. 
Doubtless a good many of them, if 


the need be great, will go back from a sense of patriotic. 
duty: others in fear of imprisonment for failure to do so. 
There is apt to be n rather imposing i-iish to go back, as 
was the ease with the Greeks in the recent; Balkan con 
flict. A vast majority, however, being here, will take the 
very natural position that it really isn't any of their fight, 
after all.

drug store at Park and Mulberry streets. 
Little or DO damage follower} this abor- 
tive attempt, but this Italian detectives 
were even more keenly ailve to what it 
meant than others in tbe department. It 
was an opening wedge, and as th« one 
who tossed the explosive escaped detec- 
tion it was only it question of time, tho 
detectives knew, before another would be 
tossed and, perhaps, with more serious 
results.

and so arranged that it can he exploded 
in a dozen different ways. 
Once the 


maker timed the moment of explosion by 
the length of fuse he attached. Now the 
mechanism of an alarm clock is pressed 
into service so that the blast can be 
timed to a. second. 
Onco these infernal 


machines w«re likely to "hang fire," due 
to climatic conditions or defective fuse. 
To-day they never miss and explode with 
death dealing effect 
The bombmaker 


has kept step with the march of progress 
just as consistently as all other mechani- 
cal geniuses who excel in their lines. 


This was ihe problem that Petrosino 


and his little band of Italian detectives— 
KO grudgingly allotted him—had to solve. 
Their progress in this direction was re- 
markable when all is considered, but 
when a hostile Police Commissioner un- 
did with a single stroke of tho pen all 
that years bad been required to accom- 
plish, it is little wonder that bomb out- 
rages so increased and mutiplied in New 
York city within the last few years. The 
first setback came with the murder of 
Petrosino by th-> Black Hand in Italy. 
There were men jn his squad, trained by 
his hand, who could have continued his 
good work, but Commissioner Waldo 
would not have It so. Ho disbanded the 
Italian squad and its members were 
Hcattered to all parts of the city. 
To- j 


day Commissioner Woods is at work 
making arrangements to reassemble it 
and one* more, perhaps, criminal Ital- 
ians will find a firm hand ready to 
check their Iawl**f ind murderous opera- 


tions among tho honest and highly re 
spectcd members of their fellow country- 
men. 


The first bombs set off in New York 


are what the police to-day designate ns 
"scare bombs." 
Wheu a demand for 


money had been made by the Black Uanil 
and the sum was not speedily forthcom 
ing blackmailers would remind the vic- 
tim of bis tardiness by exploding what it 
now known as a "pumpkin bomb.'' Thi- 
consisted of a quantity of black powder 
in a paper bag bound around by wad 
cordboar.i and wrapped tight with rags. 
A fu«e Inserted in the mouth of the baj 
would be lighted and when it burned 
down to tbe powder tbe "bomb" would go 
off with a booming roar, filling tbc air 
with a pall of thick, black smoke and a 
pungent odor. 
There could be no doubt 


in the mind of tbc recipient of the Black 
Hand demand and threat as to whom this 
reminder was intended for. 
While these 


bombs 
were 
harmless 
in 
themselves 


tbe effect was sufficiently terrifying to 
cause the person threatened to get busy 
and send the money demanded of him 
through the channels designated in the 
letters he had received. 


"Pumpkin Bombs." 


From the first appearance of the 


"pumpkin bonJ>s" Petrosino redoubled 
his efforts in tae Italian quarter. With 
difficulty he ascertained just who in the 
building where the explosive was set off 
had been threatened and then, clew by 
clew, followed the lead until he discov- 
ered just what group was levying black- 
mail in that quarter. lie was ignorant 
as ti, the character of the .bomb used, al- 
though he concluded that "its bark had 
been worse thai its bite," since so little 
damage was clou,-. 
A few weeks afjer 


the first attempt of this kind was made 
bis efforts wore, rewarded. One of these 
rag bound bags of powder with fuse at- 
tached was founJ in front of a barber 
shop iu West Broadway, near Houston 
street The fme, dampened by rain, bad 
gone out and the "pumpkin" was intact 
when found. 


The great bulii c£ the "bomb" gave the 


police tfn idea. 
An order was nt once 


issued to all policemen on post instruct- 
ing them to stop any and all Italians 
they met who might be carrying a bulky 
bundle. They were told to examine mi- 
nutely the contents of th«s« bundles and 
should anything therein resembling a 
"pumpkin bomb" be found the owner 
should be arrested at once. 
But news 


l««ked freely from Police Headquarters 
in those days and the wily Black Hind- 
ers were aware of the order even before it 


went forth. Iu consequence new tactics 
were employed. 


Thereafter bombs were fashioned by re- 


moving the tops of olive oil cans nud the 
interior thoroughly dried by baking In an 
oven. 
The can -vas filled with powder 


and then seale.-l, ». hole sufficiently large 
lii-ing left in one end to permit tho inser- 
tion of a fuse. Petrosino soon learned of 
the ntw style bomb and fresh ordor.s 
went forth concerning Italians appre- 
hended with "oil cans." 
All bearing 


such packngcs were to lie brought to 
Headquarters for close inspection and 
interrogation. These cans when exploded 
offered a greater resistance than the 
Paper bomb affairs, and tile effect was 
far more terrifying than those of tb- 
earlier pattern. Then, too, they were fn 
more dangerous, for the cans were puckci 
with nails and slugs and particles o 
scrap iron, and as the can burst these 
missiles flew in all directions. 


Handicapped by the drastic order rela- 


tive to oil cans, the renourcetul Black 
Banders alighted upon a new scheme.

tion, a new order went forth:—"Look 
out for the Dago bologna '.ink and arrest 
«t sight all seen carrying them." 


Stole Dynamite from Subway. 


At about this time work on tho city's 


subway began. As the work progressed 
and blasting became general the wily 
Black Banders, many of whom' were 
employed in tho excavation work, found 
dynamite easy to procure and in it recog- 
nized tho ideal explosive for the bomb 
purpose. They had little or no trouble 
in stealing the dynamite sticks from tho 
contractors' store houses, for in those 
days the restrictions surrounding the 
storing of dynamite were few. From 
then oa bomb outrages throughout .Sew 
York increased at an alarming rate,

and, instead of the hitherto jaruileas 
"scurc" bombs, infernal machines that 
wrought hundreds and.thousands of dol- 
lars of damage were set off at frecjuent 
intervals. 


New tactics were employed in setting 


off those bombs, which proved bow much 
more daring the operators were becom- 
ing. 
In some cases the blackmailers in 


desiring to the more forcibly remind a 
victim that he was tardy in making his 
payments would lower the "pumpkin 
bomb down the chimney of the tenement 
house in which he lived." 


The bomb waa exploded on a level 


with tho floor where slept the victim and 
lis family, and as it belched forth its 
blanket of black pungent smoke to the 
accompaniment of an car splitting roar 
heir terror beggared all discription as 
hey fled to the street 
The banker, 


Jozzuffi, once identified with the Florio 
Society and latterly in the bad graces of 
ha society, was the vicrt n of at least a 
dozen of these bomb attacks prior to the 
tmo his son was kidnapped. The kid- 
napping followed when he declined to be 
blackmailed even by aid of these night 
bursting pumpkins. 


But with dynamite it was different 


When the bombs charged with this ex- 
plosive went off it meant business. The 
downward course of the crash left the po- 
lice in no doubt as to the character of the 
explosive, for dynamite's greatest force is 
invariably downward. When these bombs 
were exploded floors were ripped up, the 
ceilings below torn from the laths and the 
sleeping victims buried beneath a mass of 
plaster and other debris. Gas meters In 


these tenements were invariably torn 
loose from their fastenings by such ex- 
plosions and a new peril was added as 
the half clothed and frenzied tenants 
made their way out through the fumes of 
fast flowing gas. 
Composition of the Bombi. 


Bombs of this description were made 


by binding three or four sticks of dyna- 
mite tightly together with tupe and sheet 
irou hoops. 
The scrap iron, nuila und 


slugs would then be inserted and these 
in turn securely bound. 
Sometimes 


concrete would be poured in among the 
missiles and this permitted to dry and 
harden after the dynamite interior had 
been ' vefully protected by a wrapping 
of oil cloth. 
The ttreoter resistance 


offered by tike hardened concrete ren- 
dered these bombs far more dangerous 
than any that had gone before anj r*- 
sul..-d in tho Bureau of Combustibles 
getting busy and enjoining contractors 
and other handlers of dynamite to place 
every safeguard about their storehouses 
against tho marauding groups of Italians 
employed by them. 
Scores of these 


bombs were .'ouud and many, arrests 
were made by the ever alert Petrosino j 
and his aids. 
I 


Once more frustrated, the Mano Nero 


cast about for new engines of death. 
This time they selected the chemical 
bomb as the most deadly and the easiest 
concealed. 
Skilled mechanics were cm- 


ployed in the manufacture of these in- 
fernal machines, and their handiwork 
wag that of an artist 


Cylindrical, binder's board was chosen 


«nd its interior filled with some explo- 
sive of high power. 
A heavy coating of 


shellac covered th* board and this in t"-u 
was neatly wrapped with heavy twine. 
Another coating of ohellac rendered it 
firm and water tight The wrapping on 
these bombs was as uniformly and beauti- 
fully done as If a machine had been 
used, for not a stngie strand was out of 
place or alignment. The slugs or what- 
ever death carrying mrssiVs chosen were 
next inserted and stjll olicr coatings of 
twine and shellac used until it was as 
compact rind 
Bolld ns rock. 
The fuse 


made its way through an ingeniously con- 
trived passage until it led directly to the ' 
explosive. 
One of these bombs, capable ' 


<tf killing several persons at close ran»e 
could be carried in the outer pocket of a 
laborer's overcoat without attracting un- 
due suspicion. 
.'he Fir»t Arrett. 


The first person arrested iu New York 


city for the actual explosion of a bomb 
was Salvatorc galena, and his capture 
had its ludicrous as well «s tragic side 
httlcna was known also by the name of 


^ JJarrone, and he was not only a bomb 


tosser for the Black Hand but he was 
actively identified with the cast side band 
of horse poisoners who spread terror 
among scores of owners of valuable live 
StOCK. 


Salena, or Barrone, had sent a num- 


ber of letters accompanied by the usual 


! demands for money under pain of death 


; to a prosperous baker with a shop at No 
! -.• Pnnce street Failing to comply with 


i the blackmails- , demands, the baker was 
| iniormed that his place would be blown 


up and that his death, as well afi ,i108e of 
all employed there, would follow. 
The 


bike shop was in a basement twelve steps 
leading down from the sidewalk. 
Salena 


armed himself with an improved type of 
"pumpkin bomb" in which a number of 
naila, scrap iron and spikes had been se 


'• curely bound within, and sallied forth for 


the bakery. 


The coast was clear, and the baker and 


his helpers fortunately were in another 
part of the building. 
Saletia made his 


way into the basement, "set" his bomb 


i lighted the fuse and was about to start 


j for tho street again when the bomb pre- 


maturely exploded. There was a blind- 
ing flash, a terrific roar and. almost 
crazed with pain, Salena bounded up the 
stairs to the street level and, bareheaded 
sped down the' street As he turned into 
the Bowery he ran into the arms of a po- 
liceman who, failing to extract a co- 
herent explanation oC the man's wild 
flight, took him to the Elizabeth street 
police station. 


• Victim of Own Bomb.

The prisoner couldn't or wouldn't ex- 


press himself in English, so no satisfac- 
tory explanation could be got from him 
as he stood before the desk of the lieu- 
tenant on duty. Juot then a reporter 
who was standing near called the at- 
tention of the policeman wbo made the 
arrest to a little pool of blood in which 
the cowering prisoner stood,

The Italian was taken into a back 


I room, and upon the removal of his 


I trousers and undergarments it was found 


I that his legs and waist resembled the 


body of a, porcupine. Tho nails and 
slugs and spikes had imbedded them- 
selves into his nether limbs until he 
fairly bristled with them. The victim 
of his own bomb wag suffering Intense 
agony, yet he stolidly swon that the 
missiles with which ho wae peppered 


fiad been stuck into him while he was 
blasting in an excavation several dajs 
previously. 


Just then another policeman entered 


to report the explosion in the bake shop. 
He brough. along also the hat the bomb 
setter had left behind. The hat fitted 
Salvatorc, and when a chattering ntid 
indignant irroup of Italians came hurry- 
ing into the police station several, of 
them identified Salvatorc ns the man 
they had seen entering and fleeing from 
the cellar. 
Salvatorc's couvicition soon 


followed and he was sent to Sing Sing 
for ten year?. 


Petrosino afterward learned that Sa- 


lena was a roommate of Leonardo Ber- 
tolino, alias Leo Barry, who was on ei- 
pcrt bomb maker, with a laboratory in 
the East Sixties. He later was blown 
to atoms by a bomb he was experi- 
menting with and was identified by 
prints of several of the fingers fonnd 
after the explosion. lie waa the first 
man Inspector Joseph Faurot. the fin- 
ger print expert, identified by prints 
after death.

Giuseppe Bonaventura, now Berring i 
term in Sing Sing, and once living in tb, 
"House of Three Deuces," in Chrystk 
Ftrce.t, was tb< first man captured in New 
York city !u the act of applying a match 
to the. fuse of a bomb. 
fl« was caught 


red handed in the hallway of a tenement 
in East Eleventh street, where Francesco 
.SpinelJi. an intended victim, dwelt "Th9 
Three Deuces,'' it might be mentioned, 
was later the scene of a Black Hand 
fire in which twenty-three persons lost 
their live*. 


Spinel!! was the owner of several 


houses in East Eleventh street and con- 
ducted a. well paying contracting busi- 
ness. Spinclii was the recipient of many 
Black Hand letters, but he refused to 
comply with the demand of the black- 
mailers. He had been warned to refrain 
from npplyin- to tho police for protec- 
tion, but this threat too le disregarded. 
He was warmly commended by Commis- 
sioner Kingbnm for his courageous stand 
and that official took a personal and 
keen interest in the apprehension of th« 
Black Uanders implicated. At the sug- 
gestion of Petrosino, Spinel!! delivered a 
package of marked money at the barbei 
Fbop of one Abagniale, in East Four- 
teenth street 
As a man in the shop 


ctcpped forward and took th- em«lop« 
the police, who were in ludi-.g, arrested 
everybody in the shop. £he case was 
thrown out of court, >!tt, it> ,vide discrep- 
ancies in the testimony of Spinclli in 
court and t'-at which ho had previously 
told the poii.v. 


As soon 'as lh,.. case ended the demands 


for money on Spinclli were resumed 
At 


the time of the raid on the uarbcr'shop 
the police noticed that Giuseppe Orsini, 
a friend of Abagnialu and an habitue of 
the latter's shop, arrived a few moments 
after the arrests were made! He was not 
taken into custody, but a constant and 
unrelenting wat.-h was kept on his move- 
ment*. Maria Ahagniale, a sister of tho 
Urbcr. was in love with Orsini, and she 
too was watched. 
_After a renewal of these threats Petro- 
fino redoubled his efforts to capture tho 
- 


Black Hand group that was persecuting 
.-pmclli. From clews he picked up from 
"no to t.me he directed his cncrgie, 
toward (he apprehension of Bonavcn- 
tura. who he l.ad reason to believe was 
the real brains of the conspiracy against 
the contractor.

off in property owned by the contractor 
with varying results. 
On one of these 


occasions Petrosino was only a minnte 
behind the man who applied the match, 
but his quarry escaped.

He suffers from worry 
Juft u he suffers from headaches, cold 
h»ndi and feet, »nd other miseries. The 
nirarasthenic worries, not 
because h<- 


wishes to, but because bis mind operate 
in this disordered 
fashion in spite, of 


his desires to the contrary. lie can no 
more help worrying by voluntary effort 
than h» cun stop the smarting of a burn 
or the itching of a monquito bite by a. 
mental effort. 
Nevertheless, the patient 


can do much to help himself out of the 
•worry habit, by »n effort to cultivate an 
optimistic view of life in general and in 
«ach particular situation that present." 
itself. . 


Worry, like the blues, is generally due 


lo chronic poisoning, the cure of which 
changes the color of the mental nky. and 
lifts the patient into a sunny and peace- 
ful atmosphere. 


It can not be denied, however, that 


worrying is often merely the result of 
a vicious habit, the origin of which may 
have been a neurasthenic state which h s 
pusKcd away. It has left the individual's 
character with n morbid 
bias 
which 


makes him apprehensive when he »ho"ld 
bv happ}', and leads him to worry when 
I'o should be of good cheer. It is the 
duty of such a persun to take himpolf 
in bund and by severe discipline correct 
the worry hnhit which often render* mis- 
erable not only the patient hiciself, but 
man v'others who are compelled to IISPO- 
rir.to with him.—Good Health.

of his person-!'lit/ and tlie humor of his 
similes, I knew there was little essential 
difference between the two men, even in 
physiognomy.

years ago he went up to Burlington in 
Vermont, to the university there, and de- 
livered the centennial oration.

other things he said:—

with Genesis. There is philosophy in a 
limited train, beauty in an ocean grey- 
hound, a perpetual miracle in tbe long 
distance telephone.

Every one with a particle of observa- 


I tion knows that American business bits 


taken an upward bound in the last few 
years that has set it immeasurably above 
the plane it occupied in the days of the 
so-called captains of industry, when the 
measure of a man was iu dollars rather 
than ethics, in successes more than hu- 
manity. The days of the muckrake ftre 
happily past, and we have entered upon 
a constructive cr*, but few persons seem 
to realize that this era of better, nobler 
things could never have come bad there 
been no men of high imagination and 
fine purpose to mount the heights and 
drag conditions 
after 
them. Lender- 


ship to-day is in the hands of men of 
proved capacity who have been trained 
in the new school that does not teach 
"How much cjin I seize?" but "There 
can be no permanency in wrongful ac- 
quisition." 


Darwin P. Kingsley was drawing blue 


circles on a white blotter when that idea 
was expressed. 
He glanced up with a 


swift nnd grave conviction. 


"If a thing is wrong it cannot suc- 


ceed," he said. 
"Some years ago there 


was a big man at. the head of a great 
company. He believed the free coinage 
of silver was to prove a disaster; he was 
sure it was a crime. So strongly did he 
believe this that he contributed a great 
sum of his compnny*s money to a cam- 


paign pledged to overthrow the free ail" 
ver idea. 
From his standpoint he was 


acting in' good faith. 
He believed in 


himself and his view, but he was wrong, 
wholly wrong, and he misused the money 
lie had no moral right to misuse. 
The 


result wus that, while the idea of free 
silver was defeated, the man himself 
was defeated also, for circumstances, 
events, conditions, or what you will, con- 
spired to set in motion the moral forces 
that dragged him from his position of 
great power. I believe with all my heart 
that the business man whose ideals are 
not o£ the highest, whose acts are not of 
proviKl moral value, whose souse of jus-11 


tice is not equally concerned for all man- 
kind as for himself, must eventually get 
out of his business from the sheer ethical 
pressure of events." 


I believe that statement to form the 


keystone of the arch of tho Kingsley 
character. Ten years ago it would have 
been the chimerical ideal of a visionary; 
to-day it is to all intents and purposes 
the standard of business morality and 
practice. 
Darwin Kingsley is a man 


passionately 
interested in jnstice—not 


human or merely legal justice, 
but 


the justice that is spiritual in its qual- 
ity. 
He believes strongly in the rights 


of tbp individual, and this belief cxtnnds 


beyond mere equality of environment to 
the higher plane where the individual 
must 'be granted liberty of expansion for 
his talents as well as his rights, 
lu a. 


sing!:! phrase, he wants to see every in- 
dividual serving (he highest useful pur- 
pose. If a Shaw or a Chesterton were 
asked to elucidate or amplify that idea 
he would probably say that justice waa 
based upon equality, but that the most 
unequal thing iu the world is equality, 
and then proceed to demonstrate that to 
impose equal conditions of genesis and 
environment upon elephant and rabbit 
would be heinously cruel to oue or tho 
other, or both. 


In an address delivered at Kansas City 


in 3911. Mr. Kingsley said he believed 
American business waa on a higher plane 
than any similar relationship between 
men. 
"Isn't it true," he asked, "that 


we get in business closer to the square 
deal than we do iu any relation we sus- 
tain to organized government, to any 
demands of society? One reason for this 
is that business is not largely institu- 
tional, but the product of shifting human 
conditions, and governed not by consti- 
tutional limitations but by contract, and 
the contracts of business constantly ex- 
pire and are modified by agreement." 


He believes that there cannot be defi- 


nite, fixed laws governing human condi- 
tions so long as those conditions change. 
Principles are immutable, but never laws 
or modes. 
In principle justice is per- 


manent, but in its application through 
laws, these laws must change to meet 
changed 
conditions. 
And 
then 
he 


plunges with direct flight straight nt a 
vexed situation. He believes that gov- 
ernment might well take n leaf out of the 
business book for its guidance. 
Busi- 


ness is based upon economic needs, and 
government should be likewise based, A 
machine may be so multiplex nnd un- 
wieldy that its inertia; renders it impos- 
sible for it to achieve .activity. And hy 
inadvertence I touched upon government 
ownership in speaking of the inefficient 
telephones of Lomlon, whereupon his 
face became grave. 


"I cannot look with equanimity upon 


the government ownership of industry," 
he said. "I believe it infringes upon the 
rights of the individual; I nm sure it re- 
stricls individual expansion; I am cer- 
tain that at present, under government 
ownership, the order of service will be 
immeasurably lower. There are func- 
tions lending themselves to government 
manipulation, but I believe these show 
efficiency neither iu conduct nor re- 
sult."

Tho acting principle of th« bor- 


deaux mixture is copper sulphate 
which prevents the development or 
growth of thn blight fungux or the. 
parasitic plant which liven on th« 
potato vine. The lime. Is added to the 
•.opper sulphate solution for the pur- 
pose of preventing tha mixture from 
injuring the foliage. 


The lime hits no fungtcldal value 


but It Increases the efficiency of the 
mlzture by causing it to stick to tho 
'oliage. 


Although very ofte.n the bordeaux 


mlTture and poison for the beetles 
may be. combined, this method can- 
not always be relied upon. 


It will he noted that the destructive

toes lies between July 1st and Aug- 
ust 10th,

This weak bordeaux mixture 
should be made In the same mann«» 
as the standard bordeaux mixture. 


Usually at least three applications 


will bo necessary to get the best re- 
sult*, and In some seasons as high as 
lour applications are advisable.

The amount of spray mixture ap- 


plied per acre will depend upon th« 
size of the vines. 


Early'in the season 100 gallons of 


the mixture may be needed to covef 
from two to three acres.

100 
gallons will cover from one to one and 
one-half and possibly two acres In 
some cases. 


The chief difficulty In spraying for 


thfl potato beetle seems to b« that 
most growers postpone a.pplying thn 
poison until the beetles have obtained 
a good *t»rt upon the vines. The best 
time to kill them Is immediately, or 
soon after they hatch.

mature that the kernels arc no longer 
"in the milk."

tho, holl, and tho worm feeds more or 
less within. 


Green 
tomatoes are attacked in 


much the same fashion; and so are. 
the buds, flower-stalks and scod-pods 
of tobacco. 


The motto in fly control should bo 


"Better sanitation," both in the barn- 
yard and about the house. 


There are two or three generation* 


of the worms in the course .if ;1 sum- 
mer, but tor thn purpose of extermina- 
tion, the. last <ine before winter comes, 
Is the most important. 


No matter o,, what plant the worm 


has been at work, after It has com- 
pleted Its growth It descends to the 
ground and goes beneath tho surface 
of thn soil to transform to u. chrysalis, 
getting ready to issue later as un 
adult moth. An it works its way down 
into the ground the worm fills tho 
hole behind it with earth, 
nut .nice 


at a depth of three or four indie*, 
it turns and makes a short, opeji gal- 
lery, part way to tho surface. 
Then 


it retires lo tho bottom of this and 
soon has entiu-cd Hie. pupal stage, in 
which it remains until made over into 
a moth. The open gallery toward the 
surface is provided HO the moth can 
get out. 
Soft bodied, tender, and 


without means of digging far. the 
newly emerged adult moth neods this 
provision for its safe start In lifo. The 
pupa, remains ail winter in the gallery 
thus provided, emerging as a moth In 
the spring. 


Send a plow' through the field in 


late fall and the carefully made exit 
galleries are destroyed. 
The pupa is 


buried 
beneath solid earth, 
which 


later is compacted by winter or spring 
rains. 
When the season arrives for 


tho moths to come. out. they are ef- 
fectually Imprisoned and never reach 
the surface to lay eggs and start the 
life cycle once more.
